NEW GRAIN STANDARDS 


ACT IN FORCK 


Washington, Dec. 1—The new Uni- 


ted States grain standards act, one 
of the important pieces of legisla- 
tion enacted by the last 
Congress, 


comes into operation today. The vit- 
al feature of the act is uniform in- 
spection of grain by Federal inspec- 
tors. 
Heretofore the inspection of 


grain has been under State Supervi- 
sion, and in many of the States there 
has been no inspection whatever. Tho 
Federal inspection will be in addition 
to uniform standards of quality and 
condition of corn, wheat 
and other 


grains. 


For the purposes of administration 


of the new law the country has been 
divided into 
thirty-two 
districts.

NEW GRAIN STANDARDS 


ACT IN FORCK 


Washington, Dec. 1—The new Uni- 


ted States grain standards act, one 
of the important pieces of legisla- 
tion enacted by the last 
Congress, 


comes into operation today. The vit- 
al feature of the act is uniform in- 
spection of grain by Federal inspec- 
tors. 
Heretofore the inspection of 


grain has been under State Supervi- 
sion, and in many of the States there 
has been no inspection whatever. Tho 
Federal inspection will be in addition 
to uniform standards of quality and 
condition of corn, wheat 
and other 


grains. 


For the purposes of administration 


of the new law the country has been
